ERTH Glory should go into today’s 

encounter full of confidence after notching 
three consecutive victories in the Ericsson 
Cup. 

A fortnight ago, following a half-time 
tongue lashing from coach Gary Marocchi, 
the Glory showed great character to net three 
times without reply over Melbourne Knights. 

The week prior to that, a solitary goal from 
Bobby Despotovski was enough to down 
reigning champions Brisbane Strikers, and 
last week's 3-2 triumph over Newcastle 
Breakers propelled Glory from 13th to sixth 
place in the league. 

But the visit of UTS Olympic will see if the 
Glory can continue its roller-coaster ride to 
edge up a few more places. 

Olympic have had mixed success this 
season and sit one place behind Glory after 
two wins two losses and a draw. 

Last Sunday, Olympic crashed 3-0 to 
Wollongong City in what was probably the 
major upset of round five. 

It is well remembered that Olympic were 
Glory's first opponents last season and 
returned to Sydney with a 4-1 result in its 
favour. 

Since then, Olympic have lost a few key 
players but recruited well in the off-season. 
Coach, Geoff Harcombe, signed up Bob 
Catlin, Jean-Paul DeMarigny and Eric 
Hristodoulou from neighbouring Marconi 
Fairfield, and Kimon_ Taliadoros from 
Collingwood Warriors. 

All are loaded with experience and should 
bring out the best from Peter Tsekenis, Brett 
Emerton, Derek Poimer and Norman Tome. 

Both Taliadoros and Emerton have had 
links with the Glory in the past — the former 
was a guest player for the Glory friendly game 
with Italian giants, Sampdoria, last year, and 
the latter was on Marocchi’s shopping list a 
few months ago. 

Tome could be the big danger for the Glory 
as the talented youngster has plenty of pace 
and is an opportunist in front of goal. Last 
season, Tome was on target 12 times. 


Scott Miller scored his first goal of the 
season against Newcastle last week. 


One aspect of Glory’s game so far, which 
would please Maroccti, is that no less than six 
players have shared the nine goals — that 
should take a lot of pressure off Despotovski 
and Samson Siasia. 

The Nigerian ace is starting to show his 
form and many believe that the fans have yet 
to see the best of him. 

While everything appears rosy in the 
goalscoring department, Marocchi must be 
concerned with his defence, and its a 
problem he must solve quickly. 

Conceding an average of two goals per 
game is hardly the right recipe for a serious 
championship challenge. In fact, Glory has 
the worst defensive record in the league apart 
from cellar dwellers Canberra Cosmos. 

However, the most encouraging sign from 
Glory’s first five games is that it has the depth 
it lacked last year. 

This depth will have all players on their toes 
to perform at the highest level, for any loss of 
form could mean a long wait on the sidelines.

TALKING POINT 


When is hand ball not hand ball? 


T IS a law of the game which is often inter- 

preted differently by referees. There has to 
be intent when you handle the ball. But what 
happens when it is accidental hand ball that 
gives a player huge advantage and leads to 
a goal? 


SBS gurus Les Murray and Johnny Warren 
raised the issue on the Ericsson Cup TV pro- 
gram recently when they discussed a contro- 
versial incident involving South Melbourne's 
Socceroo star Paul Trimbolli. 


With South Melbourne 2-1 down to UTS 
Olympic, Trimboli weaved his way through a 
bunch of players in search of a last-minute 
equaliser. He lost control of the ball, but the 
attempted clearance by the defence struck 
him on the upper part of his right arm. He 
immediately rifled the rebound into the net 
for his side to gain a valuable draw. 


Olympic players close to Trimboli protest- 
ed that the player had controlled the ball 
with his arm. But referee Eddie Lennie 
obviously decided it was accidental and 
allowed the goal to stand. Olympic coach 
Geoff Harcombe said later that the goal 
should have been disallowed because 
Trimboli gained an advantage. 


It is a fuzzy area which is not really covered 
by the laws of the game and is obviously left 
to the discretion of the referee. 


The law says a player shall be penalised 
with a direct free kick if he handles the ball 
deliberately — i.e. carries, strikes or propels 
the ball with his hand or arm. It is, of course, 
a penalty if a player in the defending team 
handles the ball inside the penalty area.

In an additional instruction on the laws of 
the game, the referee must caution a player 
for ungentlemanly conduct for certain 
offences. These include: when an attacking 
player attempts to score a goal by illegal use 
of the hand; when a player, in order to pre- 
vent an opponent from gaining possession, 
stops the ball with one or both hands, punch- 
es or catches it. 

Perth Glory striker Bobby Despotovski was 
booked in the game against Brisbane Strikers 
a few weeks ago for deliberate hand ball. 

He clearly controlled a pass with the upper 
part of his right arm before slotting the ball 
into the net. The goal was disallowed and 
the player shown a yellow card. 

The most famous hand ball incident was in 
the 1986 World Cup finals in Mexico and 
involved controversial Argentinian star Diego 
Maradona in a quarter final tie against 
England. 

In what has now been called the “Hand of 
God", Maradona jumped to meet a cross 
and used his hand to flick the ball past goal- 
keeper Peter Shilton. 

Shilton protested, but neither the referee 
nor linesman saw the incident clearly and 
allowed the goal to stand. 

It put Argentina on the way to a 2-1 victo- 
ry — Maradona got the other goal after a bril- 
liant individual effort — and the team eventu- 
ally went on to win the World Cup. 

It's an issue that will continue to spark com- 
ment and controversy. It certainly adds fuel 
to the argument that video replays should be 
introduced in soccer to assist referees.

T SEEMS the WA Minister for Sport & 
Recreation The Hon. Norman Moore may 
have unintentionally let the cat out of the 
bag at Perth Oval last month after he was 
subjected to cries of “We want a stadium, 
we want a stadium” from certain areas of the 
capacity crowd while he was making a public 
address before the Glory-Adelaide City 
clash. Apparently, Mr Moore was overheard 
replying: “You shall have your stadium”. 

This perhaps is the strongest evidence yet 
that Perth Glory may shortly be receiving an 
announcement on a soccer complex that 
could be ready before the turn of the next 
century, despite the demise of the Western 
Reds Rugby League club who were initially 
going to share the venue. 

“We approached Mr Moore regarding the 
rermination of the Reds and whether it 
would jeopardise our chances,” said Glory 
deputy chairman Paul Afkos. “Il am pleased 
to say that he told me the heat is not off. The 
ground steering committee is coming 
together in the next few weeks, where I’m 
roping to hear something substantial,” 
Afkos said. 

“At the end of the day, the responsibility is 
with the government. Should they pull out, 
we will initiate our own search for a home 
and look at the potential of a privately 
owned venue.” 

Although it is too late to be considered for 
a preliminary leg of the 2000 Olympics 
soccer program, it will still be a time for all 
Western Australian soccer fans to rejoice 
when the State Government gives the green 
light. Western Australian soccer is a little 
over one hundred years old, yet it has never 
been able to own a ground solely for the 
round ball football. Indeed, the current 
ground negotiations are believed to be 
including a number of other sports, in order 
for it to have yearround use. The closest 
soccer ever came was way back in 1905

when the Loton family offered Perth Oval to 
the soccer administration for five thousand 
pounds. But the then governing body had 
only a handful of pounds in the coffers and 
had to decline the offer. Ironically, the 
ground is now being leased by the Perth 
Glory, after ninety years of Aussie Rules. 
The last time a soccer game was played 
there prior to Glory days, was in December 
1979 when the WA state side took on 
Yugoslav giants Vardar in front of 1,800 


people.

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UTS OLYMPIC 
— A Brief History 


By ANDREW HOWE 


|) 1958, the Pan-Hellenic soccer club, later to 
become UTS Olympic, was born. It took the 
club only five years to establish itself at the top 


level of domestic football at this time-the NSW. 


first division. In these pre-national league years, 
Pan-Hellenic made the grand final of the NSW 
first division once — in 1968 — losing 2-4 to 
Sydney City. 

Coinciding with a name change to ‘Sydney 
Olympic’, the club board in 1976 decided to 
become a foundation member of the then 
called Philips Soccer League (PSL). 
Commencing in 1977, the PSL was Australia’s 
first truly national football competition. 

Olympic had a fairly slow beginning to the 
national league, not finishing above halfway on 
the final ladder until 1982. In fact, in finishing 
second last in the PSL in 1979, Olympic was rel- 
egated back to NSW first division. But not for 
long. A grand final victory in NSW over 
Parramatta Eagles in 1980 paved the way for a 
hasty return to the top flight in 1981. They have 
been there ever since. 

It took a little longer than initially expected, 
but Olympic finally started to produce the 
ae in the early to mid 1980s. In 1984, the 
irst year that the finals system was used to 
determine the A-league champions, Olympic 
finished in second position on the A-league lad- 
der. Finals wins over Marconi (2-1), Apia (3-0) 
and arch rivals Sydney City (2-1) paved the way 
for a 1984 grand final against their cousins from 
south of the border, South Melbourne. Despite 
a 4-2 loss over two legs in the grand final, a 
golden era beckoned for a club that had 

romised so much in the past. 

In 1984, the combination of the success of the 
Greek-Australian-backed teams, and the adop- 
tion of the finals system, threw a lifeline to the 
national league. After a promising start, where 
crowds averaged 4600 in 1978, a continual slide 
developed in the popularity of the national 
league that dipped to a mere 2200 average in 
1985. In 1984 Sydney Olympic and South 
Melbourne attracted an average of 4550 to their 
home games, where the other clubs could only 
barely average 2000. 

Olympic lost another two-legged grand final 
in 1986. Their rivals this time were Adelaide 
City. Confidence was high after the first leg, in 
Adelaide, finished 1-0 to Olympic. But the 
Zoran Matic-coached Adelaide outfit won the 
return fixture 3-1 to win 3-2 on aggregate. 

Tragedy struck again for the Olympic faithful

when the 1989 grand final against the glam- 
orous Marconi was lost with barely one minute 
of regulation time remaining. Marconi won 1-0, 
with Zlatko Nastevski’s goal coming in the 91st 
minute. 

After finishing fifth in 1989-90, Olympic won 
three finals games in succession to make the 
1989-90 grand final. Then Olympic’'s long await- 
ed moment of glory finally arrived. Buoyed on 
by the majority of a packed Parramatta Stadium 
audience of 26,352, Olympic resoundingly beat 
Marconi in the grand final 2-0. 

The old cliche “the sleeping giant” is an 
adage that truly describes UTS Olympic. 
Despite coming so close so many times, the rel- 
atively bare trophy cabinet does not justify such 
a strong and loyal support. But what this level 
of support does indicate is that UTS Olympic 
does have a long-term future in the league — a 
future where more trophies will no doubt join 
their lonesome 1990 counterpart.

63rd. 

Trajanovski scrambled the ball over the 
line two minutes later, then a 72nd minute 
own-goal from Doug Ithier completed the 
rout. Alan MacKenzie finally gave the 
crowd something to cheer about seconds 


_ from the end when he headed home a cen- 


tre from substitute Dale Wingell. Bobby 
Despotovski did miss a penalty in the 57th 
minute and crashed a header onto the 
cross-bar seconds later, however it was 
Olympic who took the Glory that day; 
albeit just on the score-sheet.

1938 FRANCE 
Europe in Criss 


WORLD CUP competition on French soil, 
in modernised stadiums, enjoying 
immense popular success, is actually nothing 
new. It occurred for the first time 60 years ago 
and was the last opportunity for a display of 
international fellowship through football 
before World War II broke out the following 
year. 

Civil war raged in Spain, Germany had 
annexed Austria and a crisis-ridden Europe 
was preparing for hostilities when FIFA 
decided that the third World Cup would take 
place in France. To be equal to the occasion, 
the Stade de Colombes was enlarged while 
the stadiums at Bordeaux and Marseille were 
renovated. And for the first time the host 
nation and the holder qualified automatically, 
a privilege which lives on to this day. 
However, the competition was boycotted by 
the South Americans, who felt that the 
tournament should have been held in 
Argentina this time around and not in Europe 
again. 

Happily Brazil did make the trip and proved 
to be the competition's biggest draw, playing 
their inimitable skilful game, getting off to a 
flying start and justifying their reputation by 
overcoming Poland after extra time by an 
incredible 6-5 -— Leonidas, “the Black 
Diamond", and Willimowski scoring four 
goals apiece! 

Sadly, the quarter final game at Bordeaux 
between Brazil and Czechoslovakia ended in 
an all-out brawl: Three players were sent off 
and five injured, two of whom were rushed to 
hospital with broken limbs. 

The host nation France defeated Belgium 


3-1, thanks largely to its right winger Fred - 


Aston, known as the “will-o’-the-wisp”, 
whose bursting forays to the bye line were 
decisive. 

Unhappily for the 58,455 supporters 
crammed into the Yves-du-Manoir stadium at 
Colombes for the quarter final match, France 


ay 


went down 3-1 to Italy. 

Unlike Uruguay and Italy in the two 
previous competitions, France, the host 
nation, would not lift the World Cup played 
on its own soil. 

The Italy-Brazil semi-final promised to be 
the final before the event itself, until the 
Brazilian coach Ademar Pimenta, made a 
gross error of judgment and decided to leave 
out two key players, most notably his 
marksman Leonidas. 

“lam resting him for the final,” declared 
Pimenta. 

Far from being over-awed, the Squadra 
Azzurra ran out victors 2-1 and earned the 
right to defend its title against Hungary, easy 
winners over Sweden in the other semi-final. 

In the final itself, Meazza and Ferrari, the 
two Italian playmakers, called the tune and 
the already legendary Italian pragmatism did 
the rest. 

Italy triumphed 4-2 and with back-to-back 
World Cup victories entered football history 
as one of the all-time great national teams. 

Alas, war came, putting an end to the 
World Cup competition for 12 years to come: 
And perhaps depriving this talented 
generation of Italian footballers of even 
greater glory.

It seems however, that there is 
some question about the true figure, 
because whilst all of the 102,000 seats were 
sold, many of them were empty during the 
game since it was held on the day of the 
closing ceremony. The game incidentally, 
was won by a second-half goal from Russian 
lliine. 

Meanwhile, FIFA recently approved the 
use of the Golden Goal for France 98 
despite strong opposition from their presi- 
dent Joao Havelange. The system to pro- 
duce a sudden-death winner out of a likely 
drawn game was first used in the Australian 
1993 World Youth Championships where our 
own Tony Carbone took full advantage of 
the rule nine minutes into extra-time, during 
Australia’s quarter-final against Uruguay. 
Euro 96 became the first senior competition 
to include the innovative method that is a 
fairer elimination method then the cruel 
penalty shoot-out, which will still be used if a 
game remains deadlocked.

The Malaysian Olympic squad are due 
shortly in Perth for a two week stay where 
they play the state side on their return, a 
state U/19 team as well as a clash with our 
own Glory. Keep an eye on the media for 
actual dates. 

Meanwhile, Doug Ithier has got himself 
into the highly competitive mobile phone 
sales trade, together with a marketing posi- 
tion at Harvey Fresh. The classy stopper has 
already signed up a handful of his team- 
mates, now he’s keen to put his fans on line.

The Role of the Aasrittant Referee 


T HAS been said to me recently, “Are your 

Linesmen asleep or what? Don’t they know 
what is happening? One the other week hardly 
raised his flag when the ball was out of play!” 

Just to clarify that the assistant referee's, for- 
merly known as linesmen, are in fact doing 
exactly what has been asked of them. As the 
new name implies they are there to assist the 
referee, they are not there to take control of the 
game from the referee. 

When the ball is clearly out of play the flag 
does not need to be raised in the air to tell the 
referee that the ball is over the line because the 
referee and 17,000 spectators (at Glory Games) 
can see it is. Therefore, the only thing the per- 
son with the flag has to do is assist the referee 
with direction of the throw in or with an opinion 
of the restart being a goal kick or a corner, 
note: assist not dictate. 

If the ball is clearly out of play, for a throw in, 
at the assistant referee's half of the field the 
assistant referee will immediately signal the 
direction of the throw and the referee will nor- 
mally accept the assistant referees opinion and 
give the throw in the same direction, this is 
because the assistant referee is generally clos- 
er with a better view. If the ball is clearly out of 
play at the other end the assistant referee is not 
required to raise the flag at all but rather just 
give the referee an opinion by putting the flag 
to the right side of the body for a throw 
towards him or her and the left side for a throw 
away from them. The referee being generally 
closer will only take notice of the assistant ref- 
eree if the referee's view has been obscured. 

Again when the ball is clearly out of play over 
the goal line, outside of the goal, the assistant 
referee is not required to raise the flag to indi- 
cate the ball out of play but will just give an 
opinion to the referee by pointing to the corner 
nearest to them if they believe it to be a corner 
kick and by raising the flag horizontally in the 
left hand and pointing towards the goal area if 
they believe it to be a goal kick. The referee will 
make the final decision. 

With offside, many spectators berate the

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assistant referees telling them to get their — flag 
up or conversely telling them where to put their 
flag, but are the assistant referees just doing as 
they have been asked? 

Under the new offside law as detailed in the 
previous programme it is not an offence to be 
in an offside position and is only penalised if 
the player is involved in active play, and he 
does get an advantage by being in that posi- 
tion. FIFA have instructed that assistant refer- 
ees are not to flag for fffside where they have 
any doubt, the thinking is it is better to be 
wrong and provide a goalscoring opportunity 
than to be wrong and take away a goalscoring 
opportunity. This is in line with the aim to pro- 
vide more goals and excitement to the game 
for the sake of you the spectators. The attack- 
ers of both teams gain the benefit and remem- 
ber it is decided at the moment the ball is 
played by a team mate. Again the referee will 
make the final decision. 

The assistant referee has not gone to sleep 
they are merely providing assistance as direct- 
ed and assistant referees throughout Australia 
are all being coached the same. It is also a fact 
that Australian assistant referees are recognised 
as being among the very best in the world. 

| hope this gives you a better insight to the 
assistant referee's role and when next you think 
they are not doing their job correctly you will 
reflect on what they may have been asked to 
do.

” ERNIE TAPAI - THE 


_ POCKET DYNAMO 


E'S known as the pocket dynamo, or 

even Mr Perpetual Motion - both titles 
are accurate descriptions of Glory’s busy 
midfielder Ernie Tapai. 


Eleven years ago, Tapai was also 
“Mr Entertainment” after receiving the SBS 
sponsored trophy for the most entertaining 
player, an award no longer in existence. 


Also, in 1986, he gave notice of his ability 
by winning the national league under 
21 player of the year award — and since then 
has not looked back. 


In fact, in the same year, Tapai first wore the 
Socceroo’s national colours when selected for 
a game against the Victorian All-Stars. 
Further non-international appearances 
followed before gaining full honours soon 
after. 


After being chosen in Socceroo squads, off 
and on, for the past decade, Tapai is 
optimistic of his chances for the forthcoming 
World Cup qualifying clashes with the fourth 
placed Asian nation. 


“| missed out in the World Cup qualifying 
games for the 1994 World Cup, but was in 
the squad for the friendly against Tunisia last 
month,” he said. “| was one of only a few 
home based players selected, so | should be 
positive in my thinking.” 


The Glory became Tapai’s sixth national 
league club when he signed a two year 
contract earlier this year. Previously he was 
with Footscray JUST, Sunshine George Cross, 
Adelaide City, Morwell Falcons (as it was then 
known) and the ill-fated Collingwood 
Warriors. 


Five years ago Tapai tried his luck in 
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England, with Stoke City, but drawn out 
problems with a work permit prevented him 
from playing. 


“It took me four months to get a permit, 
and by that time Stoke had a settled squad 
and with around fifty players on the books, 
including apprentices, it was very difficult to 
make an impact,” he said. 


So it was off to sunny Portugal and the 
struggling Estoril club. The only highlight of 
Tapai’s season was the creditable result 
against the mighty Benfica. Estoril were 
relegated and Tapai returned to Australia. 


The disaster of Collingwood last season 
saw a number of players without a club and 
Glory’s success in bringing Tapai to Perth was 
a fine accomplishment. 


Tapai sees the future of the Ericsson Cup in 
the hands of clubs like the Glory. 


"Glory are definitely the benchmark of 
Australian soccer today and other clubs must 
strive to attain a similar standard,” he said. 
“The attendances at Perth Oval are nothing 
short of amazing and the Glory could easily 
become the top club in the country within 
five years.” 


Tapai still has many good years in him yet 
and once he decides to hang up his boots, he 
would like to stay in the sport either at an 
administrative level or in coaching. He is 
surprised that many former players just walk 
away from the game that gave them so much. 


“Some players have made a reasonable 
living out of soccer and just turn their back on 
it upon retirement,” he said. 


If Tapai can put in as much energy and 
dedication once his playing days are over, 
then soccer will be in a much healthier 
position.
